The Journal Du Peuple, edited 


by Sebastian Faure. published «. mani- 
festo denouncing the military party, the 
^nil-Semites, the Monarchists and the 
priests, and urged its supporters to meet 
force with f«r:e. 
"Should Dreyfus be 


convicted." said the manifesto, "it will 
be the triumph of bandits. 
Should he 


be acquitted the military section will be 
in open rebellion." 


The paper'called on all anarchists to 


dempnstrate the priests and the Jesuits. 
Copies of the manifesto were'scattered 
broadcast, and the result was that the 
anarchists flocked into the streets, sing- 
ing the "Carmagnole," and crying "A 
bas Rochefort." "a bas Drumont" and 
"a bas Guerin." 


Sebastian Paure and Faberot, well- 


known revolutionary anarchists, were 
the ringleaders. 
Faure. standing on 


the pedestal of the statue, which rises 
In the centre of the Place de la Repub- 
lique, addressed the crowd. 
Among 


j other things- he said that the anarchists 
| should b.e masters of the streets.

The police then Interfered and dl-s 


lodged Faure, and 
Fabeiot, making 


three arrests.' The crowd at this point 
dispersed, but a column of demon- 
strators, headed by Faure and Henri 
d'Horr, made for the Place de la Wa- 
tion. 


The police broke through the column, 


and a struggle for the mastery followed. 
Shots were fired, and M. Goulller, com- 
missary of police, was stabbed with a 
knife. 
This threw the police into mo- 


mentary confusion. 
The mob re-as- 


sembled and ran toward the Place de 
la Nation. 
The police, reinforced by 


a squad that had been held in reserve, 
made another attempt to stem the cur- 
rent, and fresh, fierce fighting occurred, 
three constables being wounded. 


Faure and d'Horr jumped into a pass- 


Ing street car that was going to the 
Place de la Kepublique, and the car 
driver, on arriving there, gave a signal 
to the police, who immediately arrested 
them both, together with two othev 
anarchists, 'Joseph Ferrier and Jean 
Perrin. 
All were conveyed 
to the 


Chateau d'Eau barracks. 
Only d'Horr 


was found in possession of firearms. 


In the meantime the anarchist mob re- 


traced its course to the Place de la Re- 
publique, smashing the windows of re- 
ligious edifices on the way. 
Suddenly 


the column made a loop and curved to- 
ward the Church of St. Ambrose, where 
the rioters smashed the windows. 


Proceeding thence to the Faubourg du 


Temple, they formed up into a compact 
body. 
Hatchets were suddenly pro- 


duced, with long knives, stolen from the 
counters of shops, and a concerted rush 
was made upon the Church of St. Jo- 
seph. 
The aged sacristan, seeing the 


mob, 
hastily closed the outer gate, but 


this was soon forced with hatchets and 
bars of iron. The massive oaken doors 
were then attacked. 


According to the first account, the 


wild horde burst into the church, which 
instantly became a scene of pillage and 
sacrilege. 
Altars, fonts and statues 


were hurled to the floor and smashed, 
pictures were reut, candlesticks, orna- 
ments and hosts from high altars were 
thrown down and trampled under foot. 
The crucifix above was made the target 
for missiles, and the figure of the Saviour 
was fractured in several places. 


Then, while rancous voices sang the 


"Carmagnole," the chairs were carried 
outside, piled up and set on fire in the 
centre of the square, fronting the 
church. 


When this stage was reached, the 


crucifix as pulled down and thrown Into 
the flames. Suddenly a cry was raised 
that the statue of the Virgin had been 
forgotten, and the crowd returned and 
tore this down also. 


Meanwhile the sacristan, who had 


been captured by the anarchists, es- 
caped, and called for the police and Re- 
publican guards, who promptly arrived 
with many constables. They were com- 
pelled to fall back, in order to form up 
Into line of defense, as the anarchists 
attacked them fearfully with knives. 


At length, the officers began to gain 


the mastery. 
A score of anarchists 


took refuge in 
an 
adjacent house. 


Others entrenched themselves in the 
belfry, and fiercely defended themselves 
by throwing missiles on the Republican 
Guards, but finally these were dislodged. 
Twenty anarchists were arrested, taken 
to the police station, searched and found 
to be carrying revolvers, loaded sticks 
and knives. 


When the police entered the church, 


they had just set fire to the pulpit The 
interior of the edifice was a complete 
wreck. 
Seven valuable old pictures, 


that can never be replaced, were ruined. 


After the mob had been driven away. 


Abbe Lacour, the Incumbent, collected 
the fragments of the sacrament and re- 
placed them in the ciberium. The peo- 
ple living in the houses near by extin- 
guished the bonfire. 


Besides St. Joseph's church two cafes 


were wrecked. 


In the collisions between thp anarchists 


and Guerinites the scuffling was serious, 
and three companies of the Republican 
guards charged the contestants, several 
persons being injured. Fifty or 60 police- 
men were seen striking wildly at every 
person within reach on the Boulevard 
de Magenta. 


In the Avenue d« Taillebourg there 


was a fierce conflict. The police had to 
draw their swords against the anar- 
chists, who assailed them with stones. 
Four policemen were wounded, two eo 
seriously that they had to be taken to 
the hospital. 


A lamentable feature of the affair is 


that it will be regarded as a pro-Dreyfus 
demo'nat'raaon and react greatly to th« 
detriment of the chances of acquittal. 


It Is- much to be feared that yester- 


day's scenes were due to the weakness 
the government has displayed over the 
Guerin affair. The government's tolera- 
tion and desire to avoid bloodshed has 
been misinterpreted with the worst re- 
sults. 


At a late hour 20,000 people were In the 


Boulevard de Magenta, which runs past 
the end of the Rue de Chabroi. They 
were kept constantly moving by the Re- 
publican guards, who made a remark- 
able display of force. Large bodies ot 
police were constantly of»~*tit\ng In and 
around the Rue de Chabsi*. *nd a Iarg« 
force was held in readlnww at the neat- 
est barracks. 


The prefecture of police gives the fol- 


lowing statistics of yesterday's rfots: 
Three hundred and eighty persons were 
Injured. Three hundred and sixty were 
taken to the Larlbolsle«rc and St. Louis 
hospitals. Fifty-nine police agents were 
wounded, besides Commissaries Goulicr 


and Domslmone. 
One hundred and 


fifty persons were arrested, of whom 80 
are detained in custody. ^ 


AFRAID 
OF 
AMERICAN 
TYRANNY. 


Ine of the Chief Causes of the LaUst Rebellion 


In the Philippines, 


Chicago, Aug. 21.—Jacob G. Schur- 


nnan arrived In Chicago yesterday from 
the Philippine islands, where he has just 
completed a six months' study at the In- 
stance of President McKlnley. He left 
last night for his home in Ithaca, N. Y., 
and will report to the president as soon 
as a meeting can be arranged. In an 
Interview he said: 


PROFESSOR SCHtJRMAU. 


"So far as the results of my official 


negotiations with the representatives of 
Aguinaldo or other Filipino officials are 
concerned, I am not at liberty to talk of 
them till I have made my report to the 
president. Concerning the island in 
general, however, there is much to be 
told. In my opinion the rebellion, the 
last of which we are trying to suppress, 
was due, in the first place, to several 
causes, the principal of which was the 
tyranny of some religious orders, the 
exercise of arbitrary power by the gov- 
ernor generals and the delay and corrup- 
tion of justice. 


"The leaders of the rebellion tell their 


followers the mo§t astounding tales of 
the Americans, and the common people 
believe that the priests, under American 
rule, would subject them to the same 
tyranny. That the American army 
killed priests or otherwise maltreated 
churchmen or church property is, I be- 
lieve, utterly without foundation. 


"Aguinaldo is believed in the islands 


to be honest, and I think that he is act- 
ing honestly in money matters, 
but 


whether from moral or political reasons 
I would not say. While I do not care to 
discuss the real motives behind the re- 
bellion at this time I will say that If it 
were suppressed there would be many 
prominent native officials out of an oc- 
cupation." 


Mr. Schurman declined, to answer the 


question whether he had been the siA 
ject of anv anti-imperialist communica- 
tions, sayrng that on that question, or 
any which touched it even indirectly he 
would not speak. • He also declined to 
give an opinion on the length of time it 
would take to suppress the rebellion. 
When asked if he considered the reten- 
tion of the Philippines good policy on 
the part of this country, M.r. Schurman 
said that the resources of the islands 
were great, but that he must decline to 
commit himself on the subject of making 
them a part of this country^. 


Is Otis to Go? 


Washington, Aug. 21.—Secretary Root 


has in contemplation a visit to the presi- 
dent at Lake Champlain. He has not yet 
finally determined whether to go, but 
will decide in a day or two. The fact 
that General Merritt is to have a con- 
ference with the president during the 
week, combined, with Mr. Root's pro- 
spective trip, has given rise to fresh 
rumors of a possible change in the com- 
mand of the troops In the Philippines. 


Three Against One. 


Lake Butler,' Fla., Aug. 21.—Deputy 


Sheriff Kite attempted to arrest a party 
of illicit distillers known as the "Rich- 
ard Bros." (After arresting 
one, the 


other two brothers began firing. Four 
shots took effect in the sheriff's back, 
causing his death. Deputy Sheriff Kit£ 
returned the fire and wounded each ot 
them, but not fatally. The three Rich- 
ard brothers were placed'in jail at Stark 
to await preliminary trial. 


Prince Henry May Visit Us. 


London, Aug. 21.—Prince Henry of 


Prussia, who commands the German 
squadron in the Pacific, will visit San 
Francisco, according to the Berlin cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail, on board 
his flagship, the Deutschland, after he 
ieaire« China. 
It Is possible, accord- 


Ing to the sa.me authority, that he will 
also g'o to Washington to see President 
McKinley, who has sent him an invi- 
tation. 


Pope In Good Health. 


Borne, Aug. 21.—At the festival of St. 


Joachim yesterday the pope granted an 
audience to 300 persons; all of whom 
were presented, in. addition to 16 car- 
(inals and many other prelates. 
The 


pope expressed his happiness at being 
able again to celebrate the feast and 
gave numerous historical reminiscences. 
He conversed freely with the cardinals 
and appeared in excellent health and 
spirits. 


Killed Brother by Mistake. 


Utica, N. Y., Aug. 21.—Ralph H. Rob- 


bins of Warren, Mass., was accidentally 
killed while deer hunting at Eighth Lake 
last night. He and* his brother, William 
Robblns of Passalc, N. J., started out to 
hunt deer. The latter mistook Ralph 
for one and firod, death occurring In- 
stantly.

HAD POLICE AT WORK, 


Boston Man's Tarn of a Kidnapping 


Case Was Thoroughly Believed. 


Told of Mysterious Woman 


, 
and Anonymous Note. 


N«glect to Disguise Handwriting Uncovered a 


Most Peculiar "Mystery." 
^ 


Boston, Aug.' 21.—A case which, at the 


outset, promised In every way to eclipse 
the famoud%aby Clark kidnapping af- 
fair in New York, had its denouncement 
In the home of John F. Thomas, a young 
architect, residing at 37 Delia avenue, 
In the Roxbury district, last night, when 
that young man himself produced the 
infant, and, with many sobs and tears, 
finally confessed to the police that he 
alone had been guilty of taking the baby 
away. 


Thomas hadreported to the police that 


his 10 months old hoy had' been kid- 
napped. A general alarm was sent out, 
and for 10 hours every effort was made 
to locate the child. Late last night the 
father notified the police that he had 
snatched the child from the arms of the 
kidnappers, but when closely questioned 
admitted' that the whole story was a lie. 
He gave no excuse for his action In 
spiriting away his own child, but it is 
believed that there were domestic com- 
plications. 


The story toli by Mr. Thomas to the 


police was extremely 
ingenious, his 


grief, apparently sincere, was so marked 
that they thought they had another 
Marion Clark case on their hands. 
In 


the story told by Thomas, a note, which 
lia claimed was left by the kidnappers 
In the baby's carriage, figured quite 
prominently, but it happened that it 
was this very note which proved his 
duplicity. About 9 o'clock last night he 
notified the police that the child had 
been found, and at the same time wrote 
a letter to one of the local papers, ask- 
ing that the story of the kidnapping be 
suppressed, claiming that it would shock 
his mother-in-law. The two letters were 
compared, and the writing found to be 
identical, and his confession followed. 


If Thomas desired to create a sensa- 


tion, he certainly succeeded, for his 
story was believed absolutely by the po- 
lice. 
Thomas told the officers that he 


left the child Saturday afternoon in its 
carriage in the parlor of his house. 
He 


went out for 20 minutes, and when he 
came back the child was gone, while 
In the'carriage-was a note. 


The note was as follows: "I have got 


your boy and am going to keep him, 
whatever you do. I*am acquainted with 
you and Mr. Thomas and have been de- 
termined thfct I .would steal Ralph. I 
think that is his name. Now I dare you 
to say a word outside so I will have your 
child at my Siep'o''^ ta>clear myself, and 
you will be a sorritwful woman. If you 
don't say a word the boy will be happy 
and have an education, for I am a 
wealthy woman.{I have never had any 
children and you.can have another, so 
be reasonable and keep quiet, as the boy 
may suffer and you will be sorry." 


He save r.o eicuse for waiting nearly 


24 hours before calling for assistance 
to find the child, but instead told a long 
story about a mysterious woman, who 
frequently a'dmired the child while its 
mother was pushing it about in its car- 
riage in the parkway. 
He gave the 


police to understand that the woman 
was somehow connected with the kid- 
napping, and for a number of hours 
every effort was made to locate the 
woman described by Thomas. 


About 9 o'clock^last evening, Thomas 


suddenly notified1 the police that he had 
recovered his child, and gave as thrill- 
ing an account of his rescue as he did 
of his loss. 
He said that he was walk- 


ing on the street when he saw two men 
driving by with the child in the arms 
of one of them. 
He said that he rushed 


to the side of the carriage and snatched 
the boy away and then ran home with 
his prize. 
At the same time he notified 


the police he sent the letter to a local 
paper, and it was an easy matter to 
compare the writing with thai 01 iue al- 
leged note left in the carriage, and de- 
tect the similarity of the writing. 


Thomas is being held by the police, 


but has not yet been formally arrested, 
though it is difficult to see what the 
actual charge could be.

General Mercier considers anything he 
might say explaining his position, \vhlch 
Is that of a majority of the French peo- 
ple, 
would toe useless. The best reply 


to Dreyfusard statements abroad will 
be the condemnation of Dreyfus. 


"This condemnation is only a matter 


of 10 days of a fortnight, for condemned 
Dreyfus certainly will be. Foreigners, 
will then see that their journals ha\e 
deceived them; for they will recognize 
that the mass of the French nation—who 
will receive the news of the conviction 
of Dreyfus as joyful tidings—is not com- 
posed of fools, and that, if the majority 
of the French applaud the condemna- 
tion, it wiM be because it is just and 
merited." 


Bad Youngsters Escape. 


Boston, Aug. 21.—The north wing of 


the city reformatory for boys at Rains- 
ford island was burned Saturday even- 
Ing-, and, amid the excitement, 16 of the 
youngsters seized a rowboat and es- 
caped to the mainland. 
The fire is 


believed to have been of incendiary ori- 
gin, 
and some of the officials on the isl- 


and are inclined to the belief that it -was 
started by some of the boys. There were 
over 100 boys in the building when the 
fire was started, and all were hustled 
out in safety. 
The building was valued 


at $20,000.

oner, who followed them with com- 
posure.

for lam to reply, the prisoner delivered 
one of those brief utterances of indigna- 
tion which have had such a poweiful ef- 
fect. 


The telegram of denial as to the au- 


thent;%ity of a certain letter sent by 
Colonel Schneider, the Austrian military 
attache, to The Figaro, which it was 
generally thought would be discussed 
Friday, was introduced by General 
Cuignet, who was very emphatic in his 
testimony. 
But he did not show up to 


great advantage in the cross-examina- 
tion. 


Major Cuignet evidently deemed it 


necessary to emulate JPicquart m giv- 
ing his testimony. 
Apparently, how- 


ever, he committed the indiscretion of 
dragging in Colonel Schneider's name, 
which caused a sensation in court. The 
Judges began to lean their heads to- 
gether, and look serious. 
Then Major 


Carriere, the government commissary, 
rose, and with a praisworthy absence of 
his usual barnstorming gestures, and 
carefully avoiding mention of Colonel 
Schneider's name, made a few remarks, 
refusing, in behalf of the government, to 
assume responsibility for Major Cuig- 
net's indiscretion, the fact being that 
the government has begun to get ap- 
prehensive of trouble if the names of 
foreign attaches continue to be bandied' 
about the court as has frequently oc- 
curred since the opening of the trial. 
Other parts 
of Cuignet's evidence 


evoked smiles of incredulity and sup- 
pressed laughter. 
When M. Demange 


took the major's cross examination, not 
a very brilliant performance in itself, 
Major Cuignet immediately showed un- 
easiness, which was-accentuated every 
time counsel for the defense asked a 
pointed question, and especially when 
the latter threshed out the contradic- 
tions with Cuignet's evidence before the 
court of cassation. 
Dreyfus, too, was 


effective, when he rose and protested 
against Cuignet's bitter attacks. 


The most interesting portion of the 


proceedings was the last half hour, when 
Gonse, Picquart, Billot and Dreyfus 
were on their feet in a series of con- 
frontations, a move which had dramatic 
elements, and which produced such 
emotion -in court as to occasion from 
Dreyfus unexpected outbursts of pent 
up ffieifhg. 
The prisoner spoke several 


times, with an indignation which rang 
sincere. 
The confrontations of Drey- 


fus and then Picquart with General 
Gonse and General Billot with Picquart 
were on side issues which did not raise 
questions of fundamental importance, 
and cannot be said to have had much ef- 
fect either way, so far as the testimony 
itself is concerned. But, from the point 
of view of the prosecution, it is always a 
clever game to bring the generals on 
the stage in the role of indignant de- 
fenders of the honor of the army, for, 
as superior officers, their appearance is 
bound to exercis a 
crtain 
impres- 


sion on the judges, all of whom are of 
junior rank. 


Moreover, Saturday gave General Bil- 


lot the opportunity for one of those 
melodramatic speeches on the loyalty 
of former ministers of war, which al- 
ways go down with the crowd, and 
which elicited an outburst of cheering 
from the public in court, which demon- 
stration was quickly suppressed by the 
gendarmes. 


CHURCH

Opinion of Churchmen Opposed to Dr. Briggs' 


Ordination to the Priesthood. 


New York, Aug. 21.—The Herald to-

Dr. Charles A. Brigss into the Episcopal 
church is the suspicion of anti-Briggsites 
that broad churchmen 
inspired the 


burning of St. Peter's Protestant Episco- 
pal church, \Yestchester, on Wednesday 
last. In pi oof of theu- oeiiff that tfea 
fire was of incendiary origin, the vestry 
and lector of the church have united in 
ottering a reward of $^000 for the appre- 
hension of the incendiary. In addition, 
Rev. 
Frank M. Clendenin. rector of 


the church, declares that the reward 
will be increased to $10.000 if necessary 
to clear up the mystery. 


St. Petc-r's church and its rector have 


figured most conspicuously in the d*s- 
seriEions caused in the Episcopal church 
by the announcement that 
Professor 


Kiiggs was to be ordained to priest- 
hood. It was in this church that Bishop 
Potter intended to perform the ordina- 
tion services. Rev. Dr. Clend«nin, one 
of the strongest opponents of Professor 
Briggs in the diocese. Defused to allow 
the use of St. Peter's church for the 
ordination service. 


It is the belief of members of the vestry 


that the fire was started by some person 
who wished to be revenged for the defeat 
of the plan to ordain, Dr. Briggs in St. 
Peter's. 


Brushes With Insurgents. 


Manila, Aug 21.—Lieutenant Alfred W. 


Drew of the Twelfth infantry was killed 
and Lieutenant Willis Uline was seri- 
ously wounded while reconnoltering 
Saturday evening north of Angeles. 
There were no othej casualties. 
The 


Americans encountered a large force of 
insurgents and drove them from their 
positions. Lieutenant Cole of the Sixth 
infantry, with SO men, ncountered 100 
insurgents entrenched in the mountains 
of the island of Negros and routed them 
after an hour and a half of severe fight- 
ing. The Americans had three men 
slightly wounded. Nineteen dead in- 
surgents were countpd in the trenches.

Latest Penalty For Excessive Play- 


i-iS of the Game. 


"Golf shcfulder" is the newest pen- 


alty paid for overindulgence in ath- 
letics. This distressing malady has 
broken out recently at Newport and 
several other fashionable resorts, and 
several serious cases have been report- 
ed. Tlie affliction is ther result of ex- 
cessive golf playing, carried on contin- 
uously for many weeks or months at a 
time, says the New; York correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Tribune. Dr. Fran- 
cis McNamara, consulting surgeon of 
the Cook County hospital, Chicago, and 
an authority on sports, said in explain- 
ing the nature of the disorder: 


"Golf shoulder is the direct result of 


swinging the heavier clubs in golf 
playing, especially in driving off and 
'in making the brassie shots. The strain 
of this blow or swing comes for the 
most part on a single muscle, the la- 
tissinms dorsi, and in time this muscle 
becomes abnormally developed. 
The 


dorsal muscle is peculiarly formed, 
running from the lower part of the 
shoulder ta^tbe spine and working or 
turning on its own edge. It Is this 
edge which enlarges with too much 
|golf playing and becomes painful." 


The first symptom the golfer notices 


is a peculiar stiffness in the muscle at 
the back of the shoulder. The affected 
portion spreads in time to the back- 
bone and produces nervous disorder. 
'An extreme development of a case of 
'"golf shoulder" leads to paralysis. 


Roof Gardens on Churches. 


The proposition to put roof gardens 


on churches is to materialize, says the 
New York correspondent of the Pitts- 
burg Dispatch. Dr. A. C. Dison, pastor 
of the Hanson Place Baptist church, in 
Brooklyn, intends to build a new edi- 
fice at a cost of §200,000.

more formidable opposition to the New 
York A. C. Not only will the Chicago 
A. A. put a strong array of athletes 
in the field, but there will be danger 
from much nearer home. The Cherry 
diamond of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club of New York is now borne by a 
very creditable lot of athletes, and the 
contest may develop practically into a 
duel between the two Gotham teams.

ego to Myer Prlnstein of Syracuse 
university, but at the coming games 


any event, he is good in several, and 
may carry off two or three second 
prizes. 


CofEey, the so called "Irish giant," 


will probably win the 58 pound weight 
contest, while John Flanagan, another 
Celt, has recently proved himself su- 
perior to any one in the world at the 
hammer throw. His recent record of 
164 feet 1 inch is one that no rival in 
this country can hope to excel. Jim 
Mitchell of the Pastime A. C. of New 
York, who held the record for some 
years, is also in training for these 
games. 
, The 100 yard clash should be a hair 
raising event. Tewkesbury of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania has been hav- 
ing things his own way among the col- 
lege men, but he will have to hustle to 
win the event at Boston. Against him 
there will probably be pitted Quinlan of 
Harvard, F. W. Jarvis of Princeton, 
who won the championship last year, 
and Bernard J. Wefers, who has made 
the best of the centurions hustle. He 
now holds the world's records for the 
100 yards at 9 4-5 seconds and for the 
220 yards at 21 1-5 seconds. Wefers has 
not been running much this season, but 
is regaining his old time form by con- 
stant practice, and expects to enter the 
sprints. It would not be surprising if 
they were run in record time! 


M. W. Long of Columbia and the N. 


Y. A. C. should be the winner of the 
quarter mile, while the half mile should 
be a grand struggle between several 
crack men. H. E. Manvel of the K. A. 
C. team is in great form, but will have 
to hustle to beat Bray of Williams col- 
lege. There is a new half miler named 
Wood in the field who is considered a 
dark horse in this race, and his friends 
say he will prove somewhat of a sur- 
prise. 


Alex Grant of the U. of P., and Mc- 


Girr of Georgetown, who will both run 
under the colors of the N. Y. A. C., are 
entered for the five mile run, and one 
of them should capture the event. Mc- 
Girr is the cross country champion, 
while Grant, won the two mile run at 
the intercollegiate games last spring.

derful things. It leaves his racket 
true enough, though swiftly, and trav- 
els straight until it is a little beyond 
the net. Then it acts as if alive. In- 
stead of going on, as his opponent ex- 
pects, it takes any direction Whitman 
wishes, and makes all sorts of queer 
curves. Nor is this all, for when it 
touches the ground it does not rise as 
the ordinary ball does, but twists off 
just where the receiver thinks it least 
likely to go. 


What Whitman does is to put a sort 


of reverse English on, the ball, just as 
billiardists do. This "curved ball" is 
very puzzling, and usually passes the 
rackets of the most skillful players. 
Of course he has imitators, but they 
are not very successful as yet.

general among chess players has been 
removed to a great extent by the re- 
sults of some of the contests in the re- 
cent tournament in London, and en- 
thusiasts have not yet stopped1 talking 
about rt.

A, woman's parliament baa been re- 


cently held in London, and a good deal 
was expected from it by those friends 
of woman's rights who recall the fact 
that, not long ago, it seemed probable 
that women would be soon made ell- 
ible even to the house of comn.ons. 
While the delegates were sitting,, an 
incident occurred which showed that in 
England a reaction had set in against 
the cause which they were trying to 
promote. It will be remembered that 
among the measures now before par- 
liament is a bill for the better govern- 
ment of London which creates -a num- 
ber of local district councils within the 
area, the collective interests of which 
are cared for by the London county 
council. 
Before this bill passed the 


house of commons, an amendmeut was 
accented making women eligible to the 
boards of aldermen and to the district 
councils on the same conditions which 
were prescribed for men. This amend- 
ment was rejected by the lords, and, 
when the bill was sent back to the 
lower house, the commons 
receded 


from their position, notwithstanding 
the strenuous opposition offered by Mr. 
Leonard H. Courtney and other ad- 
vocates of women's rights. Mr. Augus- 
tine Birrell, the well known author of 
"Obiter Dicta," proclaimed himself 
ashamed of the chivalry and consist- 
ency of men, who, after having allowed 
women to sit on the boards of guard- 
ians and the vestries which had pre- 
ceded the county council, now refused 
to give them a nlace in the local bodies 
that were to exercise the very functions 
previously shared between the sexes. 
Mr. H. Labouchere, on the other band, 
cordially supported the stand taken 
by 
the 
lords, 
and 
drew 
a 


humorous picture of what might hap- 
pen if seats were given to women in 
the House of Commons. 
Accoording 


to the reports of the debate which have 
reached us, nobody thought it worth 
while to mention that women already 
sit in the New Zealand parliament, and 
in several of our state legislatures. 
When, we bear in mind that the House 
of Commons has admitted to its pre- 
cincts a prize fighter, whose descend- 
ant is now the speaker, it is scarcely 
probable that women would fall much 
below the average moral and intellect- 
ual standard of its members. Another 
discouraging incident occurred while 
the woman's parliament was in session. 
The House of Lords, after a prolonged 
discussion, and in defiance of the ad- 
vice given by Lord Salisbury, decided 
to throw out the bill compelling shop- 
keepers; who employ women, to pro- 
vide seats for a. certain proportion of 
them. The Earl of Wemyss protested 
in the strongest terms against the bill, 
which he looked upon, he said, as a 
piece of peddling, hysterical, humani- 
tarian, 
vote-catching 
legislation for 


which the great Mother of Parliaments 
was never intended, and which was 
enough to make the old Parliamentar- 
ians turn in their grave. The shopgirls 
found plenty of .champions, however, 
besides the prime minister, but some of 
them admitted that the question of pro- 
viding seats was by no means so simple 
as it looked. Nobody doubted, they said, 
that shop-women, continually undergo 
great suffering and permanent injury 
from having to stand for many hours. 
No doubt such private coercion could be 
defeated by an adequate system of 
government inspection. 
But govern^ 


merit inspection is always costly and 
usually unpopular, and the House of 
Lords ultimately decided that it would 
not add the bill in question to the long 
list of well-meaning laws which have 
never been carried' out in practice.— 
Collier's Weekly. 


HERRING BOATS. 


Their Peculiar Big — One of Them Balls 


•' From Cornwall to Australia. 


The fleets of herring fishing boats sail- 


ing out oft the ports of Great Britain 
are grand •'seagoing craft, strong and 
swift, and > able to stand the stormiest 
weather.:• They are usually rigged with 
two stumpy masts and carry enormous 
square Ingsails, which have to be low- 
ered and raised every time the boats 
"come about." In Scotland and the 
English and Irish ports they are called 
luggers, but in the isle of Man have 
the local uame of "niokies." 


In many' oases the crews own the 


boats, each man having a share, bnt in 
any case the fishermen have ton interest 
in the amount of fish soM and are paid 
according to results. It is a glorious 
sight to see tliese boats racing home aft- 
er a good haul, the first boat in having 
the best market for the fish. 


It is not uncommon at Jarbofc, the 


headquarters of the Loch Frone boats; 
Peel, in the isle of Man; Peozance, in 
Cornwall, and at some Irish ports to 
see the fish token' away by cartloads to 
be used by the farmers for manure at 
times when an unusually big catch has 
overanpplied the market. 


In many places dnring the summer 


there are races organized by the towns- 
people and'visitors for these luggers, 
end the interest in the events is far 
more keen than in the finest yacht 
races. Only recently a Fenzance lugger 
was sailed by fecr crew to Australia, 
and made the passage in wonderfully 
quick time. The large boats are manned 
by from 20 to 30 men, the weight of 
the Ingsails making a big crew a neces- 
sity. In most cases the sails are stained 
^..reddish brown, and distinguishing let- 
ters and numbers oil the sail tell to 
what port the craft belongs. — New 
York San.

Successful Operation of the Free 


Rural Delivery. 


HAS PROVED POPULAEIB DIDIaJA 


Route* Operated mit m. P*o«, •"* the 


Former* Aw> PleaJted-IncreMe of 
Land Value* Follow*—Sm»U O«ce» 
•nd the Star Boute. Hsvv« Been 
AbolUhed. 
There «re now in operation in Mont- 


gomery county, Ind., almost a dozen 
free rural mall routes. Some of these 
have been in operation a year, and all 
of them have demonstrated that free 
rural delivery is eminently practicable. 
The operation of the Montgomery 
county routes has been satisfactory not 
only to the country people favored, but 
also to the postoffice department. 


The Montgomery county routes are 


all about 30 miles in length, running 
out one road for perhaps 12 miles, cut- 
ting across .country perhaps six miles 
and returning to Crawlordsvllle or the 
town of their beginning by a third 
road, says the Chicago Record. The 
growth of mail business under the in- 
fluence of the rural delivery of mall 
has been very satisfactory. The first 
month of the delivery each of the car- 
riers then In the service delivered 
about 1,000 pieces of mail matter. At 
the end of the first year they are each 
delivering over 5,000 pieces a month. 
For the first three months of operation

they would each collect along the route 
from eight to ten'letters a day. Now 
the daily collection on each of the 
year old routes is from 50 to 60 letters, 
besides packages and newspapers. 


When rural delivery was established 


In Montgomery county, not a single 
daily paper was taken along any route. 
Each carrier now delivers from 70 to 
100 daily newspapers. The increased 
subscription to 'magazines and other 
periodicals is just as great When the 
routes were first established, many of 
the farmers were decidedly opposed to 
the innovation. Some even refused to 
put up boxes. All opposition has now 
disappeared, however, and BO greatly 
pleased are the farmers that an in- 
creased valuation of §2 per acre is 
given farms lying along rural routes. 
People living as "far from the route as 
two miles frequently place lock boxes 
at-the nearest point on the route and 
have their mail delivered there. The 
people living on by roads have in some 
instances adopted a novel method of 
obtaining the coveted benefit at small 
expense. The mail for all the people 
living on, a certain by road will be de- 
livered at' a box placed at the' intersec- 
tion of the road with the route, and 
from this box it will be taken daily and 
delivered for 10 or 12 miles bacE in the 
country by a boy paid for th'e purpose. 
Rural delivery is proving a great stim- 
ulus to the construction of good roads, 
and at least two new pikes in Mont- 
gomery county can be attributed to 
the hope of securing the service. 


The carriers are allowed to deliver 


packages and to transact business for 
the people living along their routes, 
and in this way they manage to sup- 
plement'in a very acceptable manner 
the meager salaries allowed by the de- 
partment. 
The carriers' wagons on 


leaving the Crawfordsville postofflce 
each morning will be seen to be filled 
with packages of laundry, dry goods, 
hardware, and all manner of merchan- 
dise. Orders of all kinds are placed 
with the carrier. In the busy summer 
season he is an especial benefit in this 
way.. 
; 
The practical operation of the rural 


free delivery has demonstrated* con- 
clusively that many of the objections 
made to'it are.unfounded. It has been 
urged that rural delivery would be an 
immense expense to the government, 
but its operation in Montgomery coun- 
ty proves that it will on the contrary 
be a source of considerable revenue. 
Each of the year old routes in the 
county Is now paying the government 
a net profit of $40 per month. As a 
rule, each route does away with either 
a fourth class postofflce or a star route. 
These of course have always b'een an 
expense to the government as great 
as the operation of a rural route, so 
the substitution could make practically 
no difference in the cost to the gov- 
ernment. The rural route, however, so 
Increases the postal receipts from the 
country that the government makes a 
good profit. One route just establish- 
ed in Montgomery county will do away 
eventually with three little offices.

ery county is proving unit of most oth- 
er counties and that ndwhcre is the 
service being operated at a loss to the 
government after it baa once been es- 
tablished. 
The tradesmen in towns 


from which rural routes run at first 
objected that they would prove the 
ruination of business. They reasoned 
that if the farmer had his mail deliv- 
ered he would have no cause to come 
to town and would consequently stay 
away. Their fears proved groundless. 
With big mail delivered dally the tann- 


er still makea his weekly or semlweet- 
ly visits to town. He is enabled to 
keep in touch with what Is going on in 
town by the' daily papers and to take 
advantage of opportunities of which 
toe was formerly, kept in ignorance. 


WELLMAN'S EXPEDITION. 


Plan* a* Cue Arctic Explorer to 


Reach the Pole. 


* Walter Wellman, who recently re- 
turned with a badly injured leg from 
bis dash toward the north pole, is an 
American newspaper man who had al- 
ready made a reputation as an arctic 
explorer. By reaching the eighty-first 
parallel in 1894, on an expedition that 
started in the Regnvald Jarl, the ship 
was crushed in the ice and the wholu 
party was reported lost. It returned, 
however, without the loss of a single 
man, says the New York Journal. 


With the expedition that has just re- 


turned it was hoped to make In a sin- 
gle season a dash across the 500 miles 
that lie between the point where the 
Regnvald Jaii was lost and the pole. 
Wellman proposed to winter at Cape 
Tegethoff, ^establishing outposts an 
much farther north as possible, and 
at the earliest possible moment in the 
spring to make his rush for the pole, 
hoping to get back before the warm 
weather hltd turned the surface of the 
ice into slush. Of course, Wellman's 
injury destroyed me possibility of tho 
success of this plan. 


Wellman left Tromsoe on June 26 of 


last year. lie stopped at Solombola, 
near Archangel, and then sailed for 
Franz Josef Land on the Fridtjof, 
which can-fed his scientific instru- 
ments, dog sledges and provisions. 
While at Archangel the governor of 
that place refused'to allow the Fridtjof 
and a Spanish ship to sail on the same 
day, asserting that he feared the hos- 
tilities between the United States and 
Spain would cause an outbreak be- 
tween the crews of the two ships, al- 
though the Spanish vessel was a trader 
and the armament of Mr. Wellman'8 
steamer consisted only of a harpoon 
gun. 


On Aug. 30 of last year the Fridtjof 


arrived at Tromsoe, Norway, and re- 
ported that Mr. Wellmsa had landed 
the expedition at Cape Tegethoff, es- 
tablishing also a supply house at or 
near Cape Flora, in latitude SO. This 
was the last definite news regarding 
the undertaking prior to Wellman's 
return, and some anxiety had been felt 
as to the fate of himself and Ms as- 
sociates.

.ast year, so that there will be no com- 
plaints on the ground of low taxes. 


The total valuation this year is $12,- 


•65.000. The figures last year were $9.- 
;90,675, so that this year the increase is 
ust $3,174,325. 
The larger part of this increase has 


been made on real estate, although the 
valuation of personal property has also 
gone up. The real estate this year is 
assessed at $10,444,930, while last year 
t was $7,557,650. The personal prop- 
erty this year, including bank shares, 
3 $2,120,070, while last year it was 
$1,833,025. 
There were B321 poll taxes assessed 


this year, while last year the number 
was 5396.' This decrease- is partly due to 
more exemptions thisi year. 


The assessors expect to have the in-

Space Allotted to American! at tbe 


Exposition of 1900 Im Greater Than 
That of Any Other Country Except 
France—fiilted States Ualldina—An 
Important Uveut. 
V. J. V. Skiff, director in chief of tbe 


exhibits departments for the commis- 
sioner general of the United States tt> 
llie Paris exposition, arrived iu New 
York recently from Paris and brought 
with liim much Information as to the 
progress of the work at the exposition. 
Mr. Skiff, when seen by a New York 
Sun reporter, snid: "Just now the old 
exposition buildings are being over- 
hauled nnd generally cleaufed up for 
the reception of exhibits from the 57 
civilized nations that will be repre- 
sented there in 1900. You can say that 
America will Lave more space at her 
disposal than any of tbe o'tiier coun- 
tries, except, of course, France. Alfred 
Picard, the French commissioner gen- 
eral, and his assistants are to be con- 
gratulated upon the remarkable prog- 
ress that they have made in their stu- 
pendous undertaking. There is abso- 
lutely no truth Iu the rumors that the 
now buildings will not be completed 
in time for the opening next April, for 
tho work has so far advanced that I 
believe the exposition could open in 
January if the exhibitors were ready 
with their exhibits. 


"The 
work on the United States 


building has progressed rapidly. Tbe 
foundations have been completed, and 
the large beams for the main floor 
were ou the grounds when I left raris 
o. few days ago. The United States 
building, when it is completed, will 
resemble somewhat the Administration 
building at the Chicago fair in 1893. 
One of the main features of it will be 
the splendid dome, and it will be prob- 
ably the most elaborate of the national 
pavilions. There will be nothing-in the 
grounds to compare with it from the 
point of modern architecture. Nothing 
that will tend to comfort and con- 
venience will be missing. The ex- 
position work in,the "United States is 
progressing rapidly in all departments, 
and the demand for space greatly ex- 
ceeds the area at our disposal. The 
United States have at their disposal 
about 300,000 square feet, and if all the 
requests of American exhibitors were 
granted it would' require more than 
700,000 square feet to accommodate the 
exhibits. This fact will make Ameri- 
ca's exhibit a selected one, and we will 
show to the world only tbe best of 
everything.

Peck is enthusiastic over the prospect 
and has been indefatigable in his ef- 
forts to'bring about a complete suc- 
cess." 


"New York state," said Mr. Norman 


P. Otis, president of the New York 
state commission" to the P-aris exposi- 
tion, when seen the other day, "will 
make a fine display at the Paris ex-" 
position next year. One of the greatest 
features of. this exhibition will be the 
relief map of New York city, for which 
an appropriation of $10,000 was made. 
This map will be about 50 feet square 
and will be prepared under the direc- 
tion of the city engineer. It will show 
the library building which will be con- 
structed on Fifth avenue on the site 
of the old reservoir, Grant's tomb, the 
statue of liberty and sectional models 
of some of the greatest structures, in- 
cluding tho immense office buildings 
and hotels. There will be, besides, 
models of our best steam and sailing 
yachts, river steamboats and a typical 
fireboat and a ferryboat. 
The com- 


mission will make a complete exhibi- 
tion of the transportation facilities in 
and about the city. 


"The city of Buffalo will be well rep- 


resented, and, as the Pan-American ex- 
hibition will be held there In 1901, it is 
more than probable that the city will 
make an unusual effort at Paris. It is 
expected that there will be a relief map 
of Buffalo patterned after the map of 
New York city and that it will show 
the wonderful plant of the Niagara 
Fnlls Power company, the state reserva- 
tion and the entire scope of that grow- 
ing city. Buffalo will also send a model 
uf the grain elevator system. 
The 


central and western part of the state 
will be represented in the fruit exhibit, 
to which the commission intends to 
pay particular attention. A represent- 
ative of the national commission was 
recently in consultation with Commis- 
sioner niakcly of Lyons in the interest 
of the fruit exhibit. The stnte com- 
mission ig anxious that the dairy inter- 
ests be also represented, and there will 
be a consultation between the national 
commissioner of agriculture aud Com- 
missioner Phillips on this point. These 
exhibits will be transported at govern- 
ment expense, and the state commis- 
sioner will see to it that they are well 
placed at tbe exposition." 


Captain A. II. Mattox of the bureau 


of publicity, when seen at his office in 
New York, talked of the coming ex- 
position and of tho part that America 
will take iu this great show. Captain 
Mattox said: "I have just learned that 
the Hon. Ferdinand Peck, commission- 
er general of the United States to the 
Paris exposition, has informed Ihe 
state department at Washington that 
three nieces of the late Mr. and Mrs.

From Johc B. Cauldwell, director of 


line arts for the United States com mis- 
sion, it Is learned that the art commis- 
sion recently appointed by Commis- 
sioner Peck will direct the work of 
mural decoration and will select the 
fresco workers. It lias been estimated 
that the interior decorations of the 
United Status building would cost be- 
tween §30,000 and $40,000. 
Of this 


amount the commission 
guarantees 


$10,000, and the remainder will have 
to be raised by popular subscription. 
It is confidently believed that there 
are in the United States a sufficient 
number of persons interested in fine 
arts to warrant this expenditure and 
to assure to America a notable place. 
The Uuiti-d States building will be 
square, with a large central dome and 
rotunda, which will be used by Ameri- 
cans aa a general meeting place. On 
three sides of the rotunda there will 
be rooms for the convenience of visit- 
ors to the exposition. 
The second 


floor will be given to the tise of vari- 
ous states, and there will be books 
where visitors can register. The third 
floor will be taken up by the offices of 
tho commissioner and his assistants, 
and the fourth floor will be used by 
states that cannot get accommoda- 
tions on the second floor. The build- 
ing will be situated on the Quay d' Or- 
say, on the left bank of the Seine, one 
of the most favorable spots within the 
grounds. The building will be &•""> by 
90 feet on the ground plan and from 
the first floor to tlie top of the dome, 
1G6 feet. 
The architecture will be 


classic. The main entrance will be 
under a portico spanning the espla- 
nade. In the center of the arch of 
the portico, overlooking the Seine, will 
be placed-Pronch's statue of Washing- 
ton, and over the doorway will be the 
bust of President McKlnley. On the 
bank of the Seine, in front of the 
building, there will be a boat landing, 


! where the boats of the American line 


connecting with the American trolley 
system at Vincennes will touch. 


The exhibit o"f bicycles and auto- 


mobiles from .the United States will be 
situated In a building at the Bois de 
Vincennes, where xae railwa. r exhibits 
of all countries will be housed. A space 
of 8,000 square feet has been allotted 
American bicycles. 
In cctajuiiction, 


there will be a bicycle track for show- 
ing bicycles and motor cycles in opera- 
tion, and it is expected that the Amer- 
ican exhibit will be the largest at the 
exposition. A track two miles in cir- 
cumference, running around Lake Day- 
mesnil, has been built for the use of 
automobiles, and a space of 4,300 
square feet has been secured in the 
motor carriage building for the use of 
the American builders who will make 
displays. The great and growing in- 
terest in motor vehicles will make this 
building one of the most attractive 
at the exposition. Much space will be 
given to mairafncturcrs of steam and 
electrical-machines and appliances and 
America will be at the fore in this 
department. The navy department will 
send models of all the battleships and 
cruisers of the navy, including those 
not yet off the ways, and the war de- 
parteent will have a fine display. Per- 
haps there will be nothing more inter- 
esting than the display of the division 
of forestry and fisheries which will 
be in charge of Dr. Tarleton H. Bean 
of Washington. The scope of this dis- 
play will be large, and it will show that 
America is second to no country on 
earth. Native wines, especially those 
of California, will occupy a large 
space. In this line America will com- 
pare favorably with any country. 


One of the important events of the 


exposition will be the International 
grocers' conference, at which the 
questions of pure food and proper 
standards will be discussed. The con- 
ference will be held June 20, 27 and 28, 
and many eminent persons have been 
secured as patrons.

Mitchell Floyd, editor of The Trade 
Press List cf Boston, is now in Lon- 
don, 
where he went to confer with a 


preliminary committee and make final 
arrangements for the conference in 
{Tune. Other members of the commit- 
tee are W. Findlat of Dublin and W. 

They will meet 
in London at the meeting of the Fed- 
eration of Grocers of the ynited King- 
dom next month. This conference will 
be the greatest convention of grocers 
nnd allied interests the world has ever 
known. The following subjects will 
probably be discussed at Paris: The 
laws concerning the adulteration of 
food products and the possibility of se- 
curing some uniformity between the 
different countries; the prospect of re- 
tail traders under the altered condi- 
tions" of competition; laws affecting 
the relationship between employers 
and assistants; apprenticeships; benev- 
olent societies; technical education; 
establishment of an international bu- 
reau of trade information; advice to 
grocers who may be visiting foreign 
countries for commercial purposes;

Hie English several years to learn that 
this could not be done in India, and> 
the conditions are the same with aa 
in the Philippines. The only way peace! 
can ever be secured is by a systematic! 
training of the natives to go against! 
the rebels. 
In the Philippines there 


are thousands of the natives whoj 
would, if properly officered by our men, 
enlist for this kind of service.

"Our men can always, of course, de> 


feat the natives in open battle, but 
the natives fight as the Indians did ia

the United States. They are all bare-r 
footed and half savage, and when oup" 
men drive them from in front into the 
jungle they appear in the rear of our 
troops in a jiffy. It is extremely diffi- 
cult for troops fresh from the United-

enemy, every foot of them. A larga 
percentage of the Filipinos have al- 
ways been at war from generation to 
generation. It is only those in the 
Luzon district that, are really at allj. 
civilized. 
When I was in Manila, I . 


found the civilized Filipinos more thaaj 
anxious to learn English, and had It 
had'the teachers I would have estab- 
lished schools. I will do that on myf 
return in November, for the Filipinos 
now come under my jurisdiction

If our war officials will be-' * 
gin at once to train regiments of Fili-' I 
pinos, the war can be brought to ar- 
speedy end.

tells of the sad picture presented there. 
The brave soldier, who afterward dis- 
tinguished himself for bravery on the 
battlefield, bent his head and cried 
like a child, and then, as though stirred 
to revenge by the sad missive from 
home, fought through the day like a 
demon. He knew no fear afterward. 
Campbell was a lawabiding citizen 
when at home. 


His first offense was at Mount Gret- 


na, Pa., when for some violation of the 
rules he was placed in irons and thus 
carried across the continent to be tried 
by court martial at Manila.

CLOTHING FOR SAILORS. 


United States Government to Es- 


tablish Two New Factories. 


&OOD WOEK DUEING SPANISH WAS. 


lu Spit* of the Limited Facilities, 


There W«» AUvayn an Ample Sap- 
ply For th* Entire Navjr—The Fao- 
torie* Will Be Erected at Mare In- 
land uiid Brooklyn. 
Another Improvement Is to be 


to the United States navy, and when 
the work is completed it will materially 
increase the efficiency of the depart- 
ment, This will consist of two cloth- 
ing factories, where most of the cloth- 
ing worn by the enlisted men, stew- 
ards and servants employed on board ^ 
the vessels of the service will be manu- 
factured and where the cloth and all 
other materials used in making the 
sailors' wardrobe will be examined and 
tested before being accepted and sent 
to the ships, says the New York Times. 
One of the new factories is to be es- 
tablished in the Mare Island navy yard 
at Vallejo, Cal., while the other is to 
be erected and operated in conjunction 
with what is now termed the clothing 
factory at the Brooklyn navy yard. 
Plans for both these plants have been 
completed and passed by Secretary of 
the Navy Long, and the work of con- 
struction will be carried on rapidly. 
The cost of the buildings when com- 
pleted and equipped with the neces- 
sary machinery will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $150,000. About three months 
will be necessary to make them ready. 


The scheme to erect buildings to be 


used exclusively for clothing factories 
and storehouses to keep the materials 
in is not a new one. For several years 
past each successive congress has beea 
asked to appropriate sufficient funds 
for the construction of such plants, 
one to be erected on the Pacific coast 
and another on the Atlantic. It was 
not, however, until the war with Spain 
was well advanced that the necessity 
of such institutions was brought for- 
ward forcibly. When the appropria- 
tion was made, there were matters of 
more importance that needed immedi- 
ate attention, and the work was de- 
layed. / 


The only factory that the navy de- 


partment possesses is located In one of 
the oldest buildings In the Brooklyn 
navy yard. The quarters allotted to 
this 'branch of the bureau of supplies 
are cramped, and there is not sufficient 
room in which to turn out the needed 
supply of clothing when the cduntry is 
at peace, to say nothing of the in- 
creased demands made upon the fac- 
tory when the navy is placed upon a 
war footing. 
This department was 


badly hampered, not only by the lack 
of room, but by work which it was 
compelled to give out by contcact. Yet, 
before the war had been in progress a 
month nearly every ship in the" service 
had a full supply of all Jsindo of cloth- 
ing, and there was sufficient to fit out 
the naval militia. It is one of the few 
t»ureaus connected with the navy de- 
partment that met every demand made 
upon it and still Kept a reserve stock 
on hand. 
Clerks,, seamstresses and 


tailors were kept at work night and 
day, 
and clothing worth millions of 


dollars was sent to all parts of the 
world. 


With the new factories In operation 


the department will have no delays 
and the establishments will be capable 
not only of meeting every 'demand 
made upon them, but will be able to 
supply a reserve stock for just such 
emergencies as it has undergone. The 
work on the new building at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard was begun some time 
ago. Most of the excavation for the 
cellar and foundations has been com- 
pleted. The structure will occupy the 
plot of ground below Trophy park, on 
Main street, facing the river and di- 
rectly across from the old clothing fac- 
tory and general storehouse. It will 
have a frontage on Main street of 189 
feet, with 31 feet on the thoroughfare 
facing the river. The side facing the 
old factory will be 175 feet long, and 
the upper end will be 102 feet in 
length. 
The building will be three 


stories high, and, unlike most of the oth- 
er structures in the yard, will be near- 
ly fireproof. The walls are to be of 
pressed brick, with granite window 
and door copings. The girders and floor 
beams are to be of steel. A glass sky- 
light will run the entire length of the 
room. 


The building is to be fitted with the 


latest type of machinery for the manu- 
facturing of clothing, with the excep- 
tion of sewing machines. All the sew- 
ing will be done by seamstresses out- 
side of the yard, as is done at present. 
The ground floor will be used for stor- 
ing the clothing when It has been pack- 
ed and is ready to be sent to the ships. 
The materials from which the clothing 
is made will also be stored here until 
needed. There will be 3 cutting ma- 
chines and 12 cutting tables. The cut- 
ting machines will have a capacity of 
several hundred garments nn hour. 
Twenty garments are cut at one time, 
and several bolts of cloth are used at 
once in supplying these machines. 
Part of the second floor will also be 
used as an examination and testing 
room. This is one of the most impor- 
tant parts of the factory. Every piece 
of material sold to the government Is 
given a rigid examination .and Is thor- 
oughly tested before it is sent to the 
operating rooms. Uncle Sara is very 
particular what kind of material is put 
Into the .sailors' uniforms. .He pays 
good prices and demands the best qual- 
ity of goods. Contractors have receiv- 
ed some rather costly lessons in trying 
to pass off Inferior or damaged good* 
on the government. 


The third story is to be used fo* 


preparing the material, such; as spong- 
ing and shrinking, before it is sent to 


the floor ' below to be cut, into gui- 
mcnts and worked up. Several large 
vats and shrinking cases will be 1n- 
utallcd on this floor. There will also 
be several large tables fitted with au- 
tomatic measuring instruments, which 
will record the amount of cloth in each 
roll as it is placed on the tables. The 
building will be lighted throughout by 
electricity, and the same power will be 
tysed to operate the elevators. A new 
device for ventilating the building is 
to be Installed. The entire structure 
to to be cooled during the warm 


weather and warmed .during the win- 
ter by a newly invented apparatus. 
The work of construction will be uu- 
der the supervision of Captain Peter 
C. Asserson of the bureau of yards 
and docks. 


Little is known concerning the fac- 


tory which is to be erected at the 
Mare Island ."Wvy yard on the Pacific 
coast. It 1» known, however, that 
the site has been selected and the 
money with which to construct it 
made available. Tlie placing of a na- 
val clotL "ng factory on the Pacific 
coast will not only add to the efficien- 
cy of the department, but will also 
afford a much needed relief to the one 
now in operation at the navy yard 
at this station and will also save the 
government considerable money. The 
cost of sending large quantities of 
clothing across the continent has been 
considerable. One of the officers who 
has done duty in the bureau of sup- 
plies and accounts and is in a posi- 
tion to know whereof he speaks said: 
"Building a clothing factory on the 
Pacific coast will be one of the biggest 
things done for the navy department 
in years. It will give it a chance 
to supply the ships aod stations quick- 
ly and at less cost to the government 
than at present." 


The sailors are allowed so much 


money a year as a clothing account. 
They draw their clothing, and it is 
charged up to them by the paymaster. 
The enlisted men are required to have 
several kinds of clothing and must al- 
ways be prepared for all kinds of 
weather. While some of the sailors 
are doing duty in the north, \vhere 
overcoats and heavy flannels are com- 
fortable, others are basking in the 
tropic sun. 
In hot climates or hot 


weather the men wear white duck 
clothing, white in cooler temperatures 
they wear the regular blue flannel. 
When at work, the men have clothing 
of coarse white material. 


When a ship is being fitted out for a 


cruise the clothing supply is sent on 
board to be stowed in the storerooms. 
The different kinds of clothing are 
packed in oilcloth bales, each having 
25 garments. They are marked on the 
outside in white letters, wfiich give a 
description of the bale's contents and 
the sizes of the garments. Shoes are 
packed in cases of 25 pairs, while 100 
caps will be found in each bundle. 


Some idea of the enormous amount 


of work turned out by the clothing 
factory during the war can be had 
from *ihe following figures. It must 
be remembered thai Just previous to 
the breaking out of hostilities there 
were only a very limited supply of 
clothing on hand. 'The first supplies of 
clothing sent from the factory at the 
Brooklyn navy yard to be used for 
war purposes was in March, 1898. 
Then enough clothing to supply 25,000 
men was got ready and distributed at 
Key West, Norfolk, Va., and to the 
Mare island navy yard In California. 
In the latter part of,April a large sup- 
ply of clothing was', sent to the ships 
In command of Admiral Dewey at Ma- 
nila, and before the first shot was fired 
at the battle of Santiago more than 
1,000,000 garments"had been shipped 
to the various vessels and stations. 
These were for the use not only of the 
regularly enlisted jmen of the service, 
but also of the larjge number of men 
who comprised tnej naval militia and 
those from the revenue cutter service. 
Nearly 2,000,000- yards of cloth were 
used in making these clothes, and the 
cost was about $1,500,000. 


A change has been made In part of 


the uniform as far as the under- 
clothing is concerned, and this work 
Is all done by contract. The present 
output of the factory Is about 10,000 
garments a month, which includes 
overcoats, regular uniforms and work- 
Ing clothes. In addition to this there 
are about 500 "special" clothes? for 
stewards and servants turned out a 
month. There are at present stowed 
away in the storehouse about 200,000 
garments of all kind?, besides 25,000 
pairs of shoes. This is about nhat is 
usually carried in stock, but v'r.j the 
increase in the forces and the placing 
of some of the new ships in commis- 
sion this surplus will soon be wiped 
out

Remarkable Provlaton* Mode For

The plans of the war department at 


Washington for the mobilization of 
the new array fOT the Philippines con- 
template the landing of the last of the 
troops in Manila by Nov. 22. 
The 


number to be moved over the sea ag- 
gregates 17,370 enlisted men and 693 
officers. 


No government ^in all history ever 


transported its armies across the seas 
with anything like the comfort to the 
men that the United States is giving 
to its soldiers who are sont to the 
^Philippines, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 
The chartered transport 


fleet, comprising at present about 17 
vessels—all on the Pacific—represents 
an enormous cost to the government. 


The steamship City of Para costs 


$800 a day for the charter alone. She 
can carry about 1,000 men, and she 
and the others will make two round 
trips to Manila. The Indiana costs 
$25,000 a month and carries nearly 
1,000 men. The charter price of the 
Newport is $1,000 a day, with a capaci- 
ty of about POO'men. The Tartar costs 
§1,000 a day. These are all troopships. 
The charter price of other troopships 
in the fleet ranges from $600 a day to 
$990. Several vessels have been char- 
tered which have a capacity for freight 
and animals only. They will carry the 
cavalry horses, supplies and baggage. 
The government pays from §200 a day 
to $600 a day for these. 


The names of the vessels, owned or 


chartered, comprising the Philippine 
fleet, with their passenger capacities, 
are as follows: Grant, 1,800 men; Sher- 
idan, 1,800; Sherman, 1,800; Hancock, 
1,250; Pennsylvania, 1,200; Valencia, 
500; 
Zealandia, 600; City of Para, 


1,000; Tartar, 200; Indiana, 900; New- 
port, 500; Ohio, 734; City of Sydney, 
700; Senator, 712; St. Paul, 850; Mor- 
gan City, 630. 


The big transports owned by the 


government 
are 
model troopships. 


When the Grant, which took a regi- 
ment from New York to Manila, via 
Suez, landed at Gibraltar, the British 
officers who boarded her were amazed 
at the completeness of the vessel. They 
knew the United States had never pos- 
sessed a transport service, and they 
could not understand how such a serv- 
ice could be got up so quickly. Fur- 
thermore, the vessel had arrangements 
for the comfort of the men which ex- 
celled the usual army transports used 
by European governments. 


The Grant, the Sheridan and the 


Sherman are complete in every way, 
and several other, vessels are now be- 
ing put into similar condition at ship- 
yards on the Atlantic coast. 
The 


sleeping quarters are as comfortable 
as those at aiiy army post. The men 
lie in iron framed bunks, with clean 
bedding and plenty of fresh air and 
light. 
Electric fans furnish cooling 


breezes,- and ventilating pipes are rang- 
ed along the sides of the ship, so that 
by turning a stop cock a stream of cold 
air can be thrown into the cabin. Lav- 
atories are furnished, so that the men 
can keep clean. The mess arrange- 
ments are good, and the soldiers are 
supplied regular army rations, well 
cooked and plentiful. 


On the chartered transports the men 


are made very comfortable. 
After 


taking over the vessel the government 
proceeds to equip the ship for the serv- 
ice. The men sleep in wooden bunks, 
but they have good army bedding. The 
fare is the army ration for the enlist- 
ed men, furnished by the subsistence 
department. 
The officers live in the 


cabin, of course, and have a mess of 
their own. 
Electric fans and wind 


sails are installed in the chartered 
ships, and extra portholes are cut in 
the sides of the vessels to admit air 
and light. The war department op- 
erates the transports without the aid 
of the navy. The masters and crews 
of the ships operated by the govern- 
ment are employed just as in the mer- 
chant service, but they are uniformed 
and are considered civilian employees 
of the war department. An officer of 
the quartermaster's department goes 
on each, vessel, and the ships carry a 
staff of medical officers. When any of 
the men become ill, they are taken 
care of by skillful surgeons. 


The distance from San Francisco to 


Manila by sea is 7,050 miles. From 
New York to San Francisco by rail the 
distance is 3,266 miles, and the aver- 
age time from New York to Manila by 
rail and sea is 36 days. On the other 
hand, from New York to Manila via 
the Suez canal the distance is 12,065 
miles, and, steaming at a rate of 12 
knots an hour, the average length of 
the passage is 42 days. 


The handling of the live stock for 


the Philippines is to be a very inter- 
esting work. About 3,000 horses and 
several hundred mules will be trans- 
ported. The freight ships will have 
special arrangements for stalls for the 
animals, and the stock will receive 
every attention which humanity sug- 
gests and policy requires, for the ani- 
mals will have to be in good condi- 
tion for hand service. It Is proposed 
to send the freigh£ ships by the north- 
rrn route, stopping in Alaska and also 
nt Nagasaki, .Tapan, where the horses 
nnd mules will be put ashore and ex- 
ercised.

The city water supply ir, s>'»^ ins con- 


stantly more serious, and this morning 
Commissioner Tomplo issued notices 
that until further orders Ihe use of 
hand hose or lawn sprinklois would be 
strk-Uy forbidden. 
For Hie last few 


\vooks their use has been forbidden ex- 
cept between 7 and 7.30 in the evening, 
but from now on they aro not to bo 
used at all. 


The former rule was very raielesslv 


observed throughout the city, ho«e bo- 
Mng frequently used In UIP morning:, anil 
at other times of the day aside from 
that allowed. With the issuing- of this 
order, however, there Will be a strict 
enforcement, as the water supply is in 
no condition for triflkng. 


The police have been notified to take 


notice of all cases where the order i<5 
violated, and will report them at once 
to the oommifwioner of public works. 
If such cases occur the city water will 
at once be shut oft from the premises 
of the offender, who will be left to get 
along as host he can. «, 


The waler in the reservoir this mom- 


ing was only 31 feet. Friday it stood 
nt 31!% feet showing that 'n the last 
row days it has fallen more rapidly 
than before. In addition to this the 
Broad Brook reservoir has not filled 
rapidly enoxigh for a day or so to sup- 
ply its system, and today the big reser- 
voir had to be connected with the 
Broad Brook system1 of pipes, so that 
there will be an extra demand on it. 


The pumping station 
on Ashland 


street has been put in shape so that it 
can be run if necessary, but it is de- 
Fired to avoid this if possible, and it is 
thought that proper care ivill enable 
this to be done. In case of absolute 
necessity, however, this will be done, 
and although it will not supply the city, 
it will afford a large measure of relief 
to the reservoir. 


There has not been a. sizeable rainfall 


this month, the total, .as recorded at 
both the N.otch and Broad Brook being 
only .69 of an inch. During1 the last 
days of July considerable rain fell a 
little over two inches in the last 
five days of the month, but for the last 
20 davs the fall has been, very slight 
and divided into small showers.
